Although the peculiar civilization of the 


Chinese has failed to provide the shops 
of the country with plate glass windows, 
mahogany counters, huge mirrors and the 
seductive shop walker, yet the tradespeo- 
ple have methods of their own for engag- 
ing the attention of the public worthy of 
notice it' not of imitation. To begin with, 
the competition which forces down the 
H'Wo of goods iu this country is un- 
known iu China. 


The uiunut'ucturors, who own most of 


the bkops, to protect the interests of 
themselves and their workpeople, insist 
oil fixing all prices and when attacked 
with fits of gii-ed combine to raise the 
price lists, which, to prevent the shop- 
keeper overcharging, arc posted up in the 
shop. All such shops belong to what we 
should call a union. 


1 u free houses the price given for an ar- 


ticie is the result of a prolonged haggle. 
The Chinese are such experts at bar- 
gaining that shops of good repute public- 
ly declare that they sell only at the ad- 
vertised price. 


\Vliy >\ Chinaman when haggling should 


shout nt the top of his voice is uot clear, 
but he does, consequently the vocifera- 
tions of several hundred purchasers and 
the equally stentorian rejoinders of the 
tradespeople render a Chinese shopping 
quarter, when the public are abroad, a 
veritable pandemonium. 


The amounts in dispute are seldom 


more than a- half penny 01^ so, but the 
parties.scream aud gesticulate as if their 
entire fortunes were at stnke, the diu ap- 
pearing to be much louder than it really 
is owing to the narrowuess of the streets, 
which are seldom more than u few feet 
across. 


Shops which decline all abatement have 


a signboard inscribed, "ehen pu urlo 
chin," which means "fixed price." 


Business in China being conducted on 


principles mostly unknown to the outer 
world, it is uot btraugo. to lind that shops 
and warehouses are never known by the 
family name of the proprietor. They are 
dibtinguibliod by some sign generally the 
invention of the owner, who will hold 
a long and anxious consultation with 
his family and filends in older to obtain 
u "hao." which shall embody some felici- 
tous idea. 


When a new shop is opened or a new- 


comer comes into possession, the public 
are made aware of what hats taken 
place by long crimson streamers hanging 
from the signboards. 
The friendliness 


which exists between the shopkveping 
class and their patrons results in devel- 
opments of \\hich we know nothing in 
this country.

As the Chinese are a strange mixture 


of good sense and superstition, strange 
scenes are to be witnessed in the shops. 
Tho materials of which a proscription is 
composed having been made use of, the 
refuse is carefully deposited in the middle 
of the street by the shopkeeper, and his 
customer, in the belief that if the mesa 
is sniffed at by the horse on which the 
spirit of the "T'icn-i star" rides, the re- 
sult will be certain to be favorable to 
the patient. The "T'ien-5-star," or "Ce- 
lestial cure," is invariably beli&ved to 
prowl the streets nightly in order to 
watch over those who have been ailing 
and sick.—Pearson's Weekly. 


Facta That Arc Useful to Know 


About a Common Affliction. 


Nosebleed is so common in childhood 


that little account is ordinarily made ol 
it. Where it occurs repeatedly without 
apparent provocation, 
however, 
effort 


should be made not only to check the im- 
mediate attack, but to ascertain the cause 
of the trouble. 
It is well known that 


heart disease, congestion of the liver and 
other conditions affected by or affecting 
the circulation of the blood predispose te 
nosebleed, and considerable anxiety i 
frequently felt lest the nosebleed of child 
hood may be the result of serious con 
stitutional causes. 
Most commonly tlu 


cause is local. 


The best means of checking the imme- 


diate- attack is pressure with the tingei 
on the upper lip just beneath the nostrils 
A small pad of absorbent cotton or a 
piece of handkerchief may be placed in 
side the lip and tightly pressed against 
the gum from without, thus compressing 
the two small arteries of the upper lip 
that supply the nose. These can ordiua 
rily bo felt pulsating in this locality. 


If the bleeding is profuse or prolonged, 


the child should be placed in a restful 
position, but with the head elevated, 
while ice may be held to the forehead or 
the back of the neck. To decrease still 
further the blood pressure within the 
vessels of the nose a mustard footbath is 
of -service. 


In the meantime blowing the nose must 


be avoided. Plugging the nostrils both it 
front and back is a last resort to keep the 
sufferer from actual peril. 


The predisposing causes of nosebleed 


nro, as has been snid, commonly local 
On refill examination of the nose by the 
physician is therefore always necessary 
in recurrent attacks. Diseased areas in 
the nose are usually found, in which the 
vessels are spongy and unnaturally tur- 
gid. 


The depression of the child's health 


caused by repeated attacks of nosebleed 
not infrequently requires attention. 
I: 


the trouble is due to systematic weak
